Allan Fritsche wrote:

In general it's easier to switch AC than DC because the current passes 
through zero 100 (120 in the US) times per second. This makes it much 
easier to break the current as the switch usually only has to deal with 
a half cycle. With DC the contacts need to break the whole current and 
are more likely to arc, especially if there is any inductance in the 
circuit. I have vivid memories of enormous green arcs in copper knife 
switches used for DC motor field circuits in the EE labs when I was a 
student. 


As far as ratings are concerned a given switch will always have a much 
higher AC voltage rating than DC for this reason. The size (area) of the 
contacts and conductors will govern the steady state current carrying 
rating but the voltage and rupturing capacity will depend on contact 
Spacing and material as well as surrounding structures for containing 
and extinguishing a DC arc. 


Specific factors vary but I would think a 10 fold safety factor would be 
a good idea. (ie choose a switch with an AC voltage rating 10 times that 
of the DC circuit)

Well, this is an interesting one. I have a Hickok 209A VTVM which I 
love...it's got the big, big meter that one can see without their glasses. 
When that needle moves, you know it. A couple of months ago, the ohmmeter 
went south on me. So weekend before last, I figured I would getting around 


to replacing the batteries. Wouldn't you know it. That wasn't the problem. 
So have spent the last week and a half looking for the problem, and was 
going absolutely nuts. Once on the scope, I realized I was getting B+ 
voltage on the grid of the 6SN7 which is the Wheatstone bridge tube, not 
good. Couldn't for the life of me figure out where this was coming from, so 
started disconnecting wires until it went away. 


Ahaa...progress....we've now isolated it to the ceramic function switch. 
Dose it with contact cleaner, no good. And...since the section that seems to 
be in question is the one closest to the front panel, there's no choice but 
to dismantle this switch...and that's when I finally found it. One one side 
of the section, there was tarnish that's apparently been absorbed by the 
ceramic material between the silver plate contact wafer and a rivet that 
holds the contact wafer on the opposite side. And it's the opposite side 
that has B+ on it. In looking at this tarnished area through a magnifying 
glass (we're talking about 1/32 of an inch or less), it looks like someone 
painted the ceramic with aluminum paint. The interesting thing is, if you 
test the resistance between the two sides, no problem...infinite. But if you 
put B+ (100v) on, and touch a probe point to the tarnished ceramic...100v 
DC. Strange...this calls for the magnifying glass and the Dremel tool. I 
shoulda been a dentist...coulda made some money at this...

On a job here at Cape Canaveral for Lockheed Martin. I went to visit the 
Aix Force Space Museum on SLC-26 (site of the first American attempts at 
space launches). Apparently the museum isn't open to the general public 
yet but as a badged employee of LM, I was allowed in. They have what is 
known as a blockhouse (the site where all the "mission control stuff" 
takes place during a launch). The blockhouse also prevents harm to the 
operational crew if something catastrophic occurs on the pad.

Florida muggy wx). A flock of Cival Air Patrol cadets crowded the room so 
I couldn't get a fix on any gear.

Yes, I am deeply saddened to report that for the first time in 70 
years there are no radio signals coming from Bolinas, CA, the 
transmitter site of KPH (and other calls and transmitters in days long 
gone). 


The situation is that the KPH license was purchased by Globe Wireless, 
the company that operates the world wide system of HF stations from 
their main site at KFS at Half Moon Bay. Listeners to the HF spectrum 
will still hear the famous call in Morse but it's now coming from the 
Globe Wireless transmitter site in Dixon, CA, a former VOA transmitter 
site. 


I visited the station less than a month before shut down. While only 
a shadow of what it was when I first visited in the early 70s it was 


still impressive. The engineer wrote me after the shut down telling 
how he turned off one transmitter after another as each became idle 
with no traffic. At the same time the transmitter at Dixon on the 
same frequency came on the air. The last to go was the transmitter on 
500kc., a small version of the BL-10 transmitter that one walked into 
like a room. 


It's like losing a friend after a long illness. It's amazing how one 
can get emotionally attached to such things. Silly, isn't it?

My 600-A / 800 series Hickok has no data for 811-A, but is does test 809's 
which is virtually the same... so with the ARRL tube tables you can surely 
set it up to test 811-A's for all pertinant parameters: Gm, emission ( fil 
life), shorts, and gas. I don't have my older and later tube tester sheets 
at hand but the set up data may be in an earlier ( 500 series) hickok 
roll. 


To test the 811-a, set up as for 809, adjust Engilsh for the proper Gm 
range (probably 3000) set bias to © and test as usual...compare Gm to 
handbook value.

Incredibly complicated, but looks built to last forever. 

The only weird bits that I have found that might cause trouble are 
some of the tubes (e.g., 26A6) and the tuning slugs. Both are 
available from Fair for $3 a pop. Besides, you could get a whole 
spare radio from them for $90 or so. 


I haven't had much experience regarding stability, but if it's 
anything like an R-390a, that is the least of your worries. Mine will 
sit zero-beated on WWV for weeks at a time. 


My overall impression that this is a very fine set, very reliable, not 
the best in sensitivity but still quite serviceable, not quite 
appropriate for teasing apart crowded CW and not a real good band 
cruiser (due to the incredibly high gearing on the tuning). It takes 
ten turns to do a MHz, then you have to bandswitch, back it up and 
start over again. On the other hand, if you are gonna sit around one 
band or another quite a bit, this is not a problem. 


One of the best bargains around, IMHO. One thing I neglected to 
mention was that since the case is hermetically sealed (they are 
"immersible") most of them are incredibly clean inside. Mine is dated 
1968, and is spotless.

BC-654 transmitter/receiver in excellent condition

PE-103A Dynamotor power supply for BC-654 transmitter

Memories, indeed! There I was on Long Island listening to Radio 
Moscow on my S-38C when they announced the launch. I ran downstairs 
with the news... and nobody would believe me! But of course the world 
soon knew the truth. The S-38C was not quite up to hearing Sputnik 
I'm afraid. But I remember the frequencies so cleverly chosen by the 
Soviets: 20.002Mc/s (so you could tune just above WWV on the 
uncalibrated receivers of the day) and 108.something (so you could use 
your FM tuner to get the VHF channel. 


Those who did not live through that time can't imagine the shock of 
Sputnik. As the International Geophysical Year of 1957 approached we 
heard and read about nothing but the US Vanguard program that would, 
we were assured, triumphantly send a grapefruit sized satellite into 
orbit. Those of us who read Popular Science and the like knew all the 


details. But the Soviets were never mentioned, never even thought of 
as participants. When that baby went up it was like a smaller version 
of Pearl Harbor.
